really good ones on the market. The 
main thing is to have plenty of reserve 
force and strength in this class of ma- 
chinery i? one would avoid delays and 
annoyances that result from insuffi- 
cient capacity, breakage, etc. My cut- 
ter is driven by a ten horse power elec- 
tric motor, and we cut the corn as 
fast as two'teams can comfortably de- 
liver it by using three wagons. I have 
handled fifty tons in a day of ten hours 
at a cost for men and teams of about 
40 cents per ton. 


In the field one man with team cuts 


and binds the corn with a harvester. It 
is taken up as fast as possible and 
placed on wagons with low racks, as 
shown in the illustration. The two 
stringers in this rack are 4 by 8 inches 
and either eighteen or twenty feet long, 
as desired, swung under the front axle 
by a lengthened king bolt provided 
with a'nut aiid washer, and from the 
hind axle by three-quarter inch rods 
provided with nut and washer below 
and hook above, which hang from the 
bolster. The stringers are twenty inches 
apart, outside measure, in front, and a 
short i each kuops the hounds from tip- 
ping up. 
To prevent the king bolt 


breaking by twisting it is sometimes 
made in two parts, the pieces being 
held together by eyes. 


WINTER VETCH. 


A Fine Fornifc Crop— Sow Any Time 


From Aui£. 1 to October. 


Winter vetch, Yicia villosa, is an in- 


teresting legume that has appeared 
under a variety of names. It is often 
called hairy vetch and sand vetch. 
Some have called it Russian vetch, 
probably because it originated in Rus- 
sia. The seeds of this plant are small, 
black, hard spheres resembling sweet 
pea seeds. The growing plant also 
bears a close resemblance to sweet pea 
up to liie time it blossoms, when n 
field of vetch appears as si sea of beau- 
tiful, bluit.li purple clustered flowers. 
The plant is a branchini;. climbing 
vim-, a great jyauy of us branches at- 
taining a length ot" seven to ten feet. 
A full grown crop even in three foot 
rows forms a dense mat, completely 
covering tljo ground to the depth of 
one to two feet. When grown with n 
crop of wheat, rye or other strong 
growing plant, it is kept entirely above 
the ground. 


IE tho seed be sown ia early spring. 


when the ground Is moist and the con- 
ditions generally favorable for growth, 
the plant will develop rapidly. By the 
middle of August it will be in full 
blossom, although it will continue to 
grow and remain green until the 
ground freezes In the winter. A few 
seeds will be formed In the late fall, 
but spring sowing is not advisable if 
one wishes to harvest a crop of seeds. 


IT the seed is sown in the fall— that 


IH, any time between the 1st of August 
and the 1st of October— it will make 
HOUIO growth before winter sets in, but 
in the following spring will continue 
n marvelous growth, developing blos- 
soms by the lirst of .Tune and ripening 
seeds by the middle of July. The fall 
sowing Is the more desirable for pro- 
ducing seods. 


One of the principal objections urged 


against tin; growing of this crop is the 
great expense for seeds, which arc this 
year quoted at about $7 per bushel, 
while former advices have recommend- 
ed using as high as a bushel and a half 
per acre. ^YO nnd that the seed can be 
readily grown hi this state by sowing 
in the fall and harvesting about the 
time of winter wheat. 


II is found, too, that the quantity of 


seed luu-essary can b« economized by 
sowing with somo other crop. A mix- 
ture of Tialf oats and half vetch for 
Kin-Ing seeding and n similar mixture 
of wheat or rye with the vetch for fall 
needing Iwvo proved to be successful 
combinations for soiling and hay. 


Our observation leads us to recom- 


mend the use of winter wheat Instead 
of ijv tor Call .seeding, bc(ause tho lat- 
ter will ripen too early nnd not r,i\o tho 
vctdi HulliiMont tliiu) for mature growth. 
When wn\ed with winter \vhent for 
hay, tin* i rop makoK nn excellent aub- 
Htltnte for red clover and Is ready to 
Inmost as hay by the middle of Juno.

Alexandrian Scientist*. 


Among the great scientists of the 


Alexandrian school, or, rather, mathe- 
maticians, were Pappus, one of the 
greatest of ancient mathematicians; 
Theon, and his unfortunate daughter, 
the famous Hypatta—who appears to 
have been a better mathematician than 
her father—the story of whose life and 
tragic death is familiar through Kings- 
ley's novel. Unfortunately none of her 
•works is extant. She was the last of 
the Alexandrian philosophers who at- 
tained any fame, fcjhe lived about 415 
A. D. 


Not only is this old university re- 


nowned for the Impulse which it gave 
to science, but it also extended its 
protection and aid to literature, poetry 
and the fine arts. For example, Ptole- 
my Phiiadclphus did not consider it 
beneath him to count among his per- 
sonal friends the poet Calliiuachus, the 
author of a treatise on birds, who hon- 
orably maintained himself by keeping 
a school at Alexandria. Among the 
most distinguished poets may be men- 
tioned Lycophron, whose work '"Cas- 
sandra" still remains, and Theocritus, 
whose exquisite bucolics prove how 
sweet a poet he was.

To this projecting end I fas- 
tened, the handle end of a buck saw 
and the other end to the front end of 
the sled, so as to form an angle of 
about fo'Ay-five degrees to the sled. 
After completing the sled by covering 
it with inch plank and a seat CN it for 
two I fixed a singletree to the front 
and hitched in a. good horse and put 
my little boy on the sled with me to 
drive up the rows. I caught the stalks 
as they were sawed off at the ground 
and piled them as we rode along ready 
to be picked up and shocked. V.'e cut 
and piled five acres a day. Of course 
it is not so good as a corn harvester, 
but beats hand cutting much more than 
the harvester beats it, and is in the 
reach of all. 
Even if the material and 


saw have all to be bought, it would not 
exceed $1.50. 


WAXING CHEESE. 


A 
Coating; 
of 
Faraffin 
Prevents 


SliJ-inka«e and Makes a Soft Clieesc. 
The use of paraffin wax for coating 


cheese is becoming quite general. One 
of the great losses in making small 
cheeses for long holding has been the 
shrinkage, which was greatly in ex- 
cess, per 100 pounds, of large cheeses. 


The liorne trade does not take kindly 


to sixty pound cheese. Small dealers 
cannot safely cut these big cheeses, 
and therefore uui'iug the nonproducing 
season, from November to April, they 
cut few. If they could have small 
cheese at not more than half a cent 
per pound extra, they would be buy- 
ers. These small cheeses, however, 
could not be bought during the sum- 
mer and held six to eight months with- 
out two to three pounds shrinkage on 
every twen'.y-flve, a 10 per cent loss 
In shrinkage alone, saying nothing 
about insurance and storage and often 
deterioration in quality. 


A thin coating of wax not only pre- 


vents shrinkage, but if the cheese is 
fine and sound at six to eight days old 
it will contain just moisture enough, 
if only assimilated by the fat and 
casein, to make the so much desired 
"soft cheese." It loses nothing in flavor 
and texture, has a much thipner rind 
and does not so quickly dry out when 
cut. These are important simply be- 
cause the consumer will use more. 


The present demand from the Amer- 


ican trade is fast proving that if we 
will remove trade restrictions and give 
the consumer the same guarantee of 
quality that he gets in flour, butter, 
sugar, etc., he will use it with the same 
liberality, says H. E. Cook in Rural 
New Yorker. 


The Apple Froapect. 


We can see nothing in our careful 


and extended reports to indicate a 
heavy crop of apples, says .Rural New 
Yorker. The condition of tho apple 
crop this year is the keynote to the 
fruit situation. 
Some localities send 


hopeful reports, but, as a whole, it 
seems evident that in the sections 
where large crops of apples are usual- 
ly produced frost, disease or flood has 
cut down thG yield. 


Apples promise well in the great 


apple regions of New York and Mich- 
igan and fairly well in New England. 
In most other localities, of less .im- 
portance, an Inferior yield is expected, 
remarks Country Gentleman.

THE PLOW IN' IRRIGATION^ 


An I«e» ot the Xewer Practieq 


Ajnomx Faclfle FruUt Grower*. 


To oue who has observed the evolu- 


tion of the cultural methods of the Pa, 
cilio coast for the last twenty-live 
years recent data of cultivation prac- 
tice iu connection with irrijpitiou ia 
that region are interesting as show- 
ing the increasing popularity of the 
plow in orchard and vineyard work. 
There was a time when on our lighter 
loains various styles of cultivators 
and harrows seemed likely to rule 
out the plow. Where rainfall is small 
these tools worked so well, both win- 
ter and summer, that it sec-uied a good 
and economical indiey to keep the 
ground always clean of weeds and with 
a finely pulverized surface. Where the 
soil was more retentive and the rain- 
fall heavier the land was frequently, 
out of condition for winter working.' 
the weeds and native clovers gre-nj 
finely, and the plow always seemed in- 
dispensable to cover hi the green stuff 
and break up the compacted surface. 


At the present time the plow has re- 


gained its standing as the proper basis 
for satisfactory summer pulverization. 
This has come from the very wide ob- 
servation that continued shallow work 
with the cultivator causes a hardpan 
at whatever depth the teeth cease their 
cutting, and this hardpan in many, 
soils even of rather coarse nature may 
become so cemented that the penetra- 
toin of moisture Is arrested and the 
subsoil becomes too dry for the best 
root growth, although the surface layer 
may be frequently saturated by rain 
or irrigation. This condition is aggra- 
vated by irrigation, but may be cor- 
rected by better methods in the appli- 
cation of irrigation water. A contin- 
uous rain may partially overcome it. 


The usef ulness of the plow in deeper 


disintegration, hi openiug-Jhe soil to a 
deep reception of water and in laying 
a foundation of good tilth by its deepen 
reach and by its superior breaking ac- 
tion is now being widely recognized. 
There are now very few cases in which 
the plow is not used' once in the year, 
and in many cases two plowings are 
held to be desirable. 


Deep plowing of a central strip be- 


tween the rows and shallower plowing 
nearer the trees or vines is a common 
practice. 
Some growers make much 


freer use of the plow. 


It is probably true that in some parts 


of the coast the modern cultivators are 
not yet well known and their economy, 
recognized. The turning of the soil in 
the dry season is accompanied by a< 
loss of moisture which is unnecessary, 
and can bo avoided by the newer im- 
plements that stir deeply and thor- 
oughly without turning.— E. J. Wick- 
son, 


HOW TO GROW CELERY. 


Water Cultivation and Manure — A- 


Fall Dresaiujj of Nitrate of Soda. 
The importance of water in celery 


culture is often overlooked. 
The an- 


nual rainfall in most sections of the 
country is rarely sufficient to grow the 
best possible crop, and some means 
should be provided whereby the celery 
plantation can be watered during the 
dry spells. If the grower is so located 
that a stream or a creek can be divert- 
ed to the land, he is ruost fortunate. If 
it is uot possible, then gasoline or wind- 
mill power may be used. 


The local conditions will also ser.ve as 


a guide in this matter. Subirrigation 
has been tried with some success, but 
in many instances it is both expensive 
and impracticable. 
Watering with a 


hose or by letting in a stream of- 
water between the rows of plants or 
even in the bed itself is generally the' 
best and most economical way. 


After each application of water and 


after each rain the laud should be stir- 
red as soon as the laud will permit to 
break up the crust formed and to pre- 
vent excessive evaporation. 
: 


The celery grower should never rely 


upon the use of commercial fertilizers 
as a substitute for barnyard manure 
or manure derived from the use of 
cover crops. If the soil condition is 
uot what it ought to be, it cannot be 
made so by the use of commercial fer- 
tilizers. Nothing can take the place 
of well rotted barnyard manure ap- 
plied nt the rate of forty or fifty loads 
to the acre and plowed under to the 
depth of eight Inches. The land should, 
if possible, be planted to some hoed 
crops after the manure has been ap- 
plied so as to permit it to become 
thoroughly incorporated with the soil. 
The soil must be in uniform tilth be- 
fore it-is planted to celery. 


Commercial fertilizers in the form of 


nitrate of soda may be applied with 
good results in tho fall of the year, 
when, due to the cold weather, the 
nitrifying agencies in the soil are not 
active, and the plants can then make 
good use of it, it being soluble and 
immediately available to the plants. 
It should be applied at the rate of 300 
to 400 pounds to the acre. In applying 
commercial fertilizers be sure that they 
do not come into direct contact with 
the plants, as they will generally In- 
jure them and in many instances 
pause death to the plant.—Maryland 
Station.

Rogers had his life insured for $500

a few days ago, and 
offered 
him 
the 


amount of her husband's Insurance if 
he would go to Hoosac Corners and do 
away with him. P.oyd refused to do it, 
but said that Mrs. Rogers exerted such 
an influence over his younger brother 
Lev! that the latter agreed to lure Rog- 
ers to Hcnninguin, where a trap had 
been wet for him. 


Rogers, he Raid, was enticed to Mor- 


snn'-i (irove Tuesday evening, where he 
met his wife and I^-vi 
Perham. 
The 


meeting appeared to be a friendly one, 
and under the impression that his com- 
panions were showing him a trick with 
ropes, Rogers allowed them to bind him 
hand and foot. 
When in this helpless 


condition, they 
clilorformed him, 
and 


threw him into the river. 


To create, the impression that he had 


committed suicide, they wrote a note 
to that effect, signed Rogeis' name to 
it. and pinned it to his hat, where it was 
found later. 


I'eiham's story cieated a sensation, 


and the excitement was In no wist- mod-

O::e of the most curious 


di the library of congress is that of 
almanacs. 
These publications, which 


as uihvnising mediums are left ai the 
«lr>or, often to be at once thrown care- 
lessly into the tvasu-basker, have a 
striking and venerable history. 
v 


It is still contended by many author- 


ities that the almanac of 1-457 \vas iLe 
nrst .-ix-c-i!:s<-:i of iiriiitini', and it has 
be-on variously credited to <Juienb!.-rg. 
SchaeftVr and Piistc-r of 15:imln-rg. Dr. 
l-'austus, celebrated in legend, whose 
strange story has beon immortalized 
by Marlowe and Goethe, was the ac- 
credited author of almanacs containing 
astrological signs (retained at the pres- 
ent 
day) and necromantic secrets. 


"Poor Richard's Almanac," the pro- 
duction of Benjamin Franklin, is -well 
known as a treasury of homely wit 
and wisdom. One of the greatest of 
modern German authors. Auerbach, 
first won his way to popular esteem 
by using the almanac as a vehicle for 
bis talents. 


Reyiomontanus, a famous German 


mathematician, under the patronage of 
Matthias Corvinus, king of Hungary, 
published a series of almanacs from 
1475 to 150G, and yearly almanacs be- 
came an established custom In the six- 
teenth century. Henry III. of France 
In 1579 enacted that the almanac 
should not be made the instrument of 
partisan politics by the introduction of 
prophecies against parties and indi- 
viduals in the state. 


The first almanac in the modern 


Bhape appeared in England in 1073. 
It 


•\vas compiled, by Maurice Wheeler. 
canon of Christchurch, Oxford, and 
vsras printed in that city. The sale was 
BO great that the booksellers of London 
bought the copyright in order to mo- 
nopolize its subsequent sales. 
The 


"Almanac Royal" of Paris. 1GU7, con- 
tained notices of pastimes, court recep- 
tion days, fairs and markets, to which 
-were added, soon afterward the gen- 
ealogy of the reigning house, etc. 


In England James I. granted a mo- 


nopoly of the trade to the universities 
aud the Stationers' company, subject 
to the censorship of the archbishop of 
Canterbury and the bishop of London. 
The universities accepted an annuity 
from their colleagues, and, resigned the 
active exercise of their privilege into 
the hands of the Stationers. 
Under 


their supervision \vere conducted the 
popular almanacs known as "Moore's" 
and "Partridge's," the latter of which 
was humorously attacked by Swift. 
"Poor Robin's Almanac," published 
from 1G52 to 182S, may have furnished 
a model, at least in title, for Franklin's 
"Poor Richard." 


Popular superstititions and the ex- 


travagances of astrology found room 
in these almanacs, the Stationers, like 
a genuine corporation or "trust" of 
the time, having no personality of 
their own, and exhibiting no special 
bias except for \vhat would sell, as 
•was particularly proved in 1024, when 
they issued a set of predictions In one 
almanac and 
bitterly 
contradicted 


them in another. 


The famous "Moore's Almauac" pur- 


ported to be edited by Francis Moore; 
physician. The original Francis Moore 
died in 1724, but the publication was 
still isued as if under his supervision, 
and in 1775 a vigorous rival arose In 
another almanac claiming to be the 
genuine Francis Moore. A great law- 
suit 
followed, which was 
decided 


against the monopoly of tho Station- 
ers' company. 
A bill to renew and 


legalize the privilege was brought In 
the house of commons by Lord North 
in 1779, but Lord Erskinc. the great 
barrister, most brilliantly exposed the 
absurdity and even indecency of the 
publication, and the bill was defeated. 
Although the privilege was thus de- 
stroyed, the Stationers purchased their 
rival and continued to hold the field 
with a but slightly improved style of 
publication until 1S2S, when the Soci- 
ety For the Diffusion of Useful Knowl- 
edge published the "British Almaimc" 
and 
demolished 
their predecessors, 


with the able assistance of the daily 
press, which so vigorously assailed tho 
Stationers' publication that that com- 
pany was constrained to follow the 
new example in tho "Englishman's Al- 
manac." 


The, uniform price for an English al- 


manac for many years was a penny, 
but the monopoly increased the price, 
and the imposition of the stamp tuxes 
after Queen Anne's time raised it still 
more. In 1781 "Moore's Almanac" was 
ninepence, two. being for the stamp. 
In 1796 it rose to Is. 4d. aud in 1S1G to 
2s. 3d. 


An 
almnnac was 
established by 


Isaiah Thomas in Worcester, Mass., 
which gained and established an ex- 
traordinary repute in 1780 from the 
happy accident that, as It was being sot 
up, one of the boys asked what should 
be placed against the loth of July. 
Mr. Thomas, in careless haste, an- 
swered: "Anything! r Anything!" The 
lad, literally obedio.^ set up "Rain, 
hull and snow." The diligent readers 
Were surprised, but when the day camo 
,tho prediction was fulfilled— It really 
did rain, hall and snow on the 13th 
of that July, and the fortune of tho 
almanac was made. 


The "Almnnac do Gotlm" Is the best 


known of the German publications. 
Whlttakor's is the standard English 
publication of the kind, while In this 
country several of the large newspa- 
pers Issue Annual almanacs. The stray

The idea was, of course, 
to warn persons who might have given 
credit that the bankrupt was not able 
to pay, but popular sentiment soon rec- 
ognized that it was wholly unfair to 
impose such excessive penalties on a 
man who might have become bank- 
rupt through no fault of his own, and, 
as usual, when the law bec-ame contra- 
ry to public feeling It censed to be op- 
erative. 


"Where Wive* Rnle Husbands. 


In the valley of the Barca, In Abys- 


sinia, there is a community where the 
women, without holding meetings or 
agitations of any kind, have emanci- 
pated, themselves. All the women work 
hard, while the men are idle; but, by 
way of compensation, the house and all 
It contains belong to the wife. At the 
least unkind word she turns the hus- 
band out at night, in storm or rain, and 
he cannot come back until he makes 
amends by the gift of a cow. The wife 
considers it a duty to abuse the hus- 
band, and if she were weak enough to 
show any love for him in life or grief 
at his death she would be scorned by 
her tribe. The wife, without nny rea- 
son, may strike her tent and go. taking 
•with her one-third of the joint posses- 
sions. The husband, unless he is trav- 
eling, may not live out of his tent, but 
his wife may go to her parents for a 
year and annul, for the time, her own 
marriage.

Look along 
the line from man down and see 
whether, it is not a fact that as n rulo 
the best trained or educated LQ:UI or 
beast is the most useful.

Wo have often heard it said that a 


heifer should never be milked before 
she drops her tirbt calf—contrary to 
nature, we suppose—yet our best cows 
all had to be milked before calving, 
some of them for a month before. We 
had a heifer drop her first calf this 
winter. 
She hud a tine udder, and 


about two weeks before she dropped 
her calf she looked as though shu 
ought to be milked. But at that time 
I read an article in which the writer 
claimed that it was a positive injury 
to milk ft heifer before coming fresh. 
We took his advice, much against our 
judgment, with the result that the heif- 
er lost one-quarter of her line udder. 
Under ordinary treatment they may 
not need milking, but under our sys- 
tem we find it uecossnrv.

Gazette what size mush should bo 
used for wire netting for plastering 
wooden walls. lie also wishes to know 
if he can piaster a wooden silo to ad- 
vantage, as it is beginning to decay. I 
The silo is round and twenty feet in | 
diameter.

We have used wire netting with inch 


and a quarter meshes. 
A finer wire 


would perhaps be better.

plastering that silo. The wire should 
be unrolled and hung from the top, like

paper,

down, the staples being driven so na 
to bring the wire within a half inch of 
the wood. Owing to tho curve of the 
wall it will require a good many sta- 
ples to hold it evenly in place. 1 would 
use good portland cement, one part of 
cement to three of sharp sand, and 
after applying have a little spray pump 
with a very tine nozzle and dampen 
the cement now and then until it is 
thoroughly hard.

The greatest difficulty in the culture 


of the cowpea lies In harvesting and 
curing the crop.

Usu- 
ally there is enough slope in the sheaf 
to make proper slant for the stack. 1C 
nor, lay the sheaf in a little farther so 
that you may have the proper slant 
and pitch of sheaf to insure a perfect 
shed. Continue this process until tha 
sheaves lap at lop of stack, and if you 
have kept the middle of the stack full 
you are ready for the top. Lay a bun- 
dle lengthwise of the stack, then place 
cap sheaves over the top of the bundle, 
continue a row the length of the stack 
and cap all the length as in tho be- 
ginning, aud you will have a stack that 
will settle right and will save tho 
grain. The important point is to keep 
tho middle highest, so that the outside 
straw shall slant downward every* 
where.—Cor. Ohio Farmer. 


ASPARAGUS RUST. ' 


Kfw 
Remedies—CheeseoJotU 
Cov«r-« 


Ii>S' mill I'uris Urt-eji Spray. 


At the Hatch experiment station of 


Masstu-hut;eUb asparagus rust made its 
appearance last season during the 
summer and early fall. 
It does not 


occur PO early or so severely on clay 
soil as on lighter soils. 
The uredo 


spore .stage occurs in the latter part ot 
August on beiN of clay soil. 


Facts observed during several sea- 


sons suggest a possible remedy for tho 
rust, at least in iho starting of young 
plants. The young plants rust much 
more easily than the old ones. Theru 
is evidence,that dew plays an impor- 
tant part in asparagus rust infection. 
1'lants grown under trees or in any 
place where they were shaded with 
some covering scarcely showed tho 
rust, whereas those plants just outside 
the covering of limbs might be badly 
Infected. 


If plants can be started under cheese- 


cloth covers before setting them into 
permanent beds, it is thought that it 
would be an advantage and that tho 
covering cf cheesecloth would be as 
effective a.s the tre<- covering in keep- 
ing off the de\v. thus rendering them 
less susceptible to rust. 


Favorable results in spraying wero 


obtained by the application of paris 
green to a young Li._d. In this instance 
a large bed was treated twice for 
beetles. 


Paring the summer, about Aug. IS, 


the uredo tstafee of the rust commenced 
to show somewhat on the plants, ami 
at this time1 oue-half the bed was treat- 
ed wltli pans green early in the morn- 
Ing, when thcv plants v.-ere covereil 
with tier.. This uvatuiout seemed to* 
arrest the u all-real:, of the rust to 
quite a remarkable exront. 


This method oi.' treating is a very 


cheap one, as pans green Is not ex- 
pensive and the ease with which It 
can bo put on makes the application 
far loss expensive than spraying wltn, 
certain other fungicides.
